BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

AND  AUDITED  ACCOUNTS 

For  the  Year  ending  December  31st ,  1946 


The  place  of  Homoeopathy  in  the  National  Health  Service 
has  been  given  some  serious  thought  and  attention  in  recent 
months.  In  June  last  the  Minister  of  Health  received  a  deputa¬ 
tion  at  the  House  of  Commons,  consisting  of  representatives 
of  this  and  other  Homoeopathic  Hospitals,  the  British  Homoeo¬ 
pathic  Association,  and  The  Faculty  of  Homoeopathy,  and  in 
an  official  report  of  this  interview,  subsequently  issued  by  the 
Minister  of  Health,  it  was  stated  that  the  Minister  “  hoped  that 
the  Homoeopathic  Hospitals  in  general  would  come  into  the 
National  Health  Service  Scheme,  and  he  would  try  and  preserve 
their  special  character  and  atmosphere,  like  that  of  other  special 
types  of  hospitals,  by  making  suitable  appointments  to  the 
Management  Committees,  etc.  He  thought,  however,  that  the 
Begional  Hospital  Boards  would  have  to  look  at  the  services 
in  any  given  area  before  a  conclusion  could  be  arrived  at  about 
any  particular  hospital.  He  could  not  give  any  assurance  as 
regards  designating  homceopathic  hospitals  as  teaching  hospitals  ; 
it  was  not  his  function  to  determine  what  kind  of  training  was 
to  be  given  in  teaching  hospitals,  and  the  University  Authorities 
must  come  into  this  question.  There  would  be  no  discrimination 
against  homoeopathic  methods  of  practice  ;  equally,  of  course, 
there  would  be  no  discrimination  in  favour  of  them  or  of  any  other 
particular  clinical  methods 

To  make  proper  and  adequate  provision  for  homoeopathic 
treatment  it  was  necessary,  of  course,  that  there  should  be 
sufficient  homoeopathic  doctors  throughout  the  country  and  in 
order  to  ensure  this  so  far  as  it  is  practicable,  the  Hospital  is 
now  seeking  recognition  as  a  Post-Graduate  Teaching  Hospital 
for  the  teaching  of  Homoeopathy  in  affiliation,  if  possible,  with 
the  British  Post-Graduate  Medical  Federation.  Such  recognition 
is  vital  to  the  future  interests  and  advancement  of  Homoeopathy 
having  regard  to  the  reorganization  of  the  health  services  of  the 
country.  By  this  means  it  is  hoped  to  attract  more  medical 
graduates  to  the  courses  of  theoretical  and  practical  instruction 
which  have  been  given  at  the  Hospital  for  many  years  and  thus 
strengthen  the  Cause  of  Homoeopathy  which  has  animated  the 
Hospital  in  its  important  work  of  healing  for  nearly  a  century. 
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THE  YEAR’S  WORK. 

The  number  of  beds  now  available  at  the  main  Hospital 
out  of  a  pre-war  complement  of  200  is  126,  subject  to  occasional 
fluctuation  through  lack  of  staff  and  the  carrying  out  of  long 
deferred  repairs.

COOMBE  WOODHOUSE. 

The  Hospital’s  Annexe  at  Coombe  Woodhouse,  Kingston 
Hill,  was  closed  on  May  17th,  1946,  having  rendered  invaluable 
service  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  war  years. 

A  pleasing  memento  in  the  form  of  a  gift  from  Viscount 
Kemsley  of  a  framed  drawing  of  Coombe  Woodhouse  by  Mr. 
Hanslip  Fletcher,  which  appeared  in  the  “  Sunday  Times  ”, 
is  acknowledged  with  thanks. 

CONVALESCENT  HOME. 

The  Hospital  has  now  obtained  vacant  possession  of  Withdean 
Hall,  Brighton,  which  was  recently  acquired  for  use  as  a  Recovery 
and  Convalescent  Home,  and  negotiations  are  now  proceeding 
in  regard  to  the  claim  for  dilapidations  which  will  have  to  be 
carried  out  before  the  premises  will  be  ready  for  occupation. 
It  is  uncertain,  therefore,  when  the  Home  (which  will  also  require 
staffing  and  equipment),  will  be  open  to  receive  patients. 

MAINTENANCE. 

Notwithstanding  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  total  amount 
received  from  voluntary  sources,  as  shown  in  the  statement  of 
accounts  on  page  28,  expenditure  has  unfortunately  again  ex¬ 
ceeded  income  by  £10,609,  and  led  to  an  increase  in  the 
Hospital’s  overdraft  at  the  Bank  to  £27,469.  This  is  brought 
about  by  steadily  rising  costs  which  includes  substantial  increases 
in  salaries  and  wages  granted  to  all  grades  of  Hospital  employees 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Joint  Negotiating  Committee  and 
supported  by  the  British  Hospitals  Association. 

In  response  to  an  application  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  necessary  financial  aid  pending  the  operation  of  the  National 
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Health  Service,  it  was  stated  that  “  the  Minister  is  agreeable  in 
principle  to  making  available  such  financial  assistance  as  may  be 
necessary  to  enable  the  hospital  to  provide  its  full  and  proper 
service  until  the  appointed  day  under  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  ”.  This  is  subject  in  the  first  instance  to  the  realization 
of  the  Hospital’s  free  investments  valued  on  December  31st,  1946 
at  £30,358,  as  shown  on  page  14,  which  is  now  proceeding  in  order 
to  meet  the  Hospital’s  current  liabilities.  Meanwhile,  the 
Hospital  is  pressing  on  with  essential  repairs  and  redecorations 
for  which  licences  have  been  obtained.  This  work  includes  the 
redecoration  of  Hylands  and  Durning  Wards  and  improved 
lighting,  back  staircase  and  Ward  kitchens  (completed),  Bayes 
Ward,  Theatre  and  Sterilizing  rooms,  Main  Kitchen,  and  reglazing 
where  necessary  throughout.  The  lighting  of  the  Out-Patient 
Waiting  Hall  has  also  been  considerably  improved  with  the 
installation  of  fluorescent  fittings.  Much  remains  to  be  done, 
but  no  effort  will  be  spared  to  ensure  that  the  Hospital’s 
buildings  are  in  a  satisfactory  working  condition  and  fully 
equipped  to  cope  with  the  work  which  lies  ahead. 


FILM  PREMIERE. 

The  Hospital  is  deeply  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Arthur  Rank 
and  the  Odeon  Theatres  Ltd.  for  the  Premiere  of  “  The  Magic 
Bow  ”  which  was  obtained  through  the  kind  offices  of  the 
Honorary  Treasurer,  Sir  Clarence  Sadd,  and  given  at  the  Odeon 
Theatre,  Marble  Arch,  on  October  10th.  This  performance, 
which  was  in  aid  of  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a  new  X-ray 
plant,  was  attended  by  Her  Majesty  Queen  Mary,  who  was 
accompanied  by  H.R.H.  The  Duchess  of  Kent,  The  Earl  and 
Countess  of  Athlone,  Lord  Lascelles,  with  Lady  Cynthia  Colville, 
Lord  Herbert  and  Major  John  Wickham  in  attendance.  A  total 
sum  of  £6,095  was  realized,  which  is  acknowledged  by  the  Board 
with  grateful  thanks.

This  Guild,  which  was  inaugurated  in  1923  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  a  cot  in  the  Children’s  Ward,  has  rmfortunately 
suffered  a  severe  loss  by  the  death  at  the  early  age  of  17  years  of 
its  Honorary  Secretary,  Miss  Joan  Benjamin,  the  only  child 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Alva  Benjamin,  which  is  reported  with  sincere 
regret.  The  Board  are  pleased  to  publish  the  following  particu¬ 
lars  of  her  work  for  the  Hospital  which  have  been  supplied  by 
her  parents  : 

“  Although  Joan  was  practically  an  invalid  for  the  last 
four  years  of  her  life,  she  did  valiant  work  for  the  hospital. 

“  First  of  all  she  built  up  a  library  for  the  Children’s 
Ward,  and  in  1945  by  her  own  exertions  she  earned  the 
distinction  of  being  elected  a  Life  Governor  of  the  Hospital, 
which  gave  her  great  joy.  In  April,  1946,  she  became 
Honorary  Secretary  of  the  St.  Christopher  Guild  and  raised 
the  membership  by  the  end  of  the  year  from  20  to  80,  and 
thus  enabled  the  Guild  after  the  lapse  of  many  years  to 
give  to  the  Hospital  the  £35  of  former  times  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  a  cot  in  Barton  Ward.  She  also  organized 
two  stalls  at  the  Ladies  Guild  Sale,  which  raised  another 
£40  for  her  Guild. 

“  And  in  her  memory,  instead  of  the  usual  funeral 
flowers,  many  of  her  friends  donated  to  the  St.  Christopher 
Guild  just  over  £70— a  remarkable,  but  well-earned  tribute 
to  a  very  brave  and  noble  soul.  With  part  of  this  money 
a  radiogram  has  been  purchased  by  the  Guild  for  the 
Children’s  Ward,  which  will  make  the  children’s  stay  in 
Hospital  a  happier  time — an  idea  which  would  appeal 
tremendously  to  Joan. 

“We  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  those  kind 
friends  of  the  Hospital  who  have  thus  helped  us.” 

VICTORY  DAY. 

The  Hospital  again  had  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  from  the 
Mayor  and  Mayoress  of  Holborn,  Alderman  Wilfred  Mullen  and 
Mrs.  Mullen,  accompanied  by  Aldermen  and  Councillors  on 
June  4th,  when  the  patients  were  entertained  to  tea  as  part 
of  the  Borough’s  commemoration  of  the  Victory  of  the  Allied 
Forces. 

LIBRARY. 

Patients  and  Staff  have  continued  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of 
the  Hospital  Library  throughout  the  year,  through  the  kindness 
of  the  Honorary  Librarian,  Mrs.  Fox,  who  has  attended  regularly 
each  week  to  distribute  books,  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Kinder.

An 
attractive  programme  was  arranged  for  the  entertainment  of 
patients  and  staff  during  the  Christmas  holiday.  This  included 
a  rendering  of  carols  by  the  Messenger  Boys’  Band  of  Messrs. 
Cables  &  Wireless  Ltd.,  and  a  concert  given  by  the  nurses,  which 
received  well-merited  applause  from  a  large  and  appreciative 
audience. 

A  gift  of  twenty  woolly  jackets  from  Mrs.  Ernest  Ward,  for 
the  children  patients  to  wear  on  Christmas  Day  was  very  much 
appreciated. 

POST-GRADUATE  LECTURES. 

With  the  aid  of  financial  assistance  from  the  Trustees  of  the 
estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Honyman  Gillespie,  the  Hospital  has  been 
enabled  to  continue  the  courses  of  lectures  on  Homoeopathy  which 
were  given  during  the  winter  session  by  Dr.  C.  E.  Wheeler, 
Dr.  A.  D.  C.  MacGowan  and  Dr.  A.  Moncrieff,  and  during  the 
summer  session  by  Dr.  J.  D.  Kenyon  and  Dr.  W.  L.  Templeton. 

In  addition,  the  last  two  doctors  conduct  out-patient  clinics 
on  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons  for  practical  instruction. 

By  means  of  an  increased  grant  from  the  Honyman  Gillespie 
Trustees  in  recent  years,  lectures  on  Homoeopathy  are  also  given 
at  the  Glasgow  Homoeopathic  Hospital. 

The  Board  are  grateful  to  the  Trustees  for  the  opportunity 
to  provide  these  facilities  for  medical  practitioners  who  are 
desirous  of  obtaining  the  Diploma  of  Membership  of  the  Faculty 
of  Homoeopathy. 

Sir  John  Weir,  G.C.V.O.,  again  delivered  the  Compton 
Burnett  Lectures  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Homoeopathic 
Association. 

With  a  view  to  increasing  the  number  of  Homoeopathic 
doctors  who  are  urgently  needed  throughout  the  country,  the 
Board  have  approved  the  offer  of  four  Scholarships  of  £100  each 
to  enable  medical  graduates  to  attend  these  courses  of  lectures 
and  qualify  for  Membership  of  the  Faculty  of  Homoeopathy. 

X-RAY  DEPARTMENT. 

Slow  progress  has  been  made  with  the  alterations  and 
improvements  to  the  X-ray  Department,  preparatory  to  the 
installation  of  the  new  Phillips  X-ray  plant.  This  should  be 
completed  very  shortly  and  will  provide  much  better  facilities 
for  this  important  branch  of  the  Hospital’s  work.  The  Board 
are  grateful  in  the  meantime  for  the  generous  assistance  afforded 
by  the  Royal  Free  Hospital  and  the  National  Hospital,  Queen 
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Square,  to  whom  patients  have  been  referred  for  necessary  X-ray 
examination  s . 

PHYSIO-THERAPY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  registration  of  16,250  attendances  for  massage  and 
16,997  for  electrical  treatment  during  the  past  year  again  demon¬ 
strates  very  forcibly  the  demand  for  treatment  in  this  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  urgent  need  for  its  early  expansion, 

THE  MISSIONARY  SCHOOL  OF  MEDICINE. 

Facilities  for  attending  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  have 
again  been  granted  to  the  students  of  the  School,  who  find  this 
instruction  of  much  practical  value  in  the  mission  field,  where 
homoeopathic  medicines  and  treatment  have  proved  to  be 
particularly  suitable  and  effective. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

The  Board  of  Management  has  been  strengthened  during  the 
year  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Frederick  Montague,  C.B.E.,  M.P.,  » 

Mr.  John  Dugdale,  M.P.,  and  Mrs.  D.  W.  Stevenson  who  was  nom¬ 
inated  by  the  Council  of  the  Ladies’  Guild  to  represent  the  Guild. 

On  his  resignation  from  the  Board,  which  is  reported  with 
regret,  Lord  Methuen  has  been  appointed  a  Vice-President 
of  the  Hospital. 

Mr.  M.  A.  Honywood  has  been  re-elected  to  the  Board  as  the 
Representative  of  the  British  Homoeopathic  Association. 

The  following  members  of  the  Board  retire  under  By-Law  18 
and  are  deemed  to  be  nominated  for  re-election  :  Major  A- 
Clifton-Brown,  Mr.  Rupert  Colomb,  C.B.,  Mr.  C.  W.  Bower,

The  two  medical  members  of  the  Board  retired  in  the  ordinary 
course,  and  the  Board  have,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Medical 
Committee,  re-elected  Dr.  A.  D.  C.  MacGowan  and  Dr.  W.  L.

OBITUARY. 

It  is  with  very  deep  regret  the  Board  have  to  report  the 
death  of  Dr.  C.  E.  Wheeler,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  since  1906.  In  that  year  Dr.  Wheeler 
was  appointed  Assistant  Physician,  having  previously  served  as 
Resident  Medical  Officer  in  1904,  and  became  Physician  in  1914 
until  his  retirement  in  1928,  when  he  was  appointed  a  Consulting 
Physician.  Throughout  this  time  Dr.  Wheeler  was  Honyman 
Gillespie  Lecturer  in  materia  medica  and  therapeutics.  He  held 
the  position  of  Editor  of  the  “  Homoeopathic  World  ”  for  many 
years,  was  President  of  the  British  Homoeopathic  Society  in 
1915-17,  of  the  International  Homoeopathic  League  in  1936, 
and  of  the  Faculty  of  Homoeopathy  last  year.  His  more  technical 
publications  include  a  translation  of  Hahnemann’s  “  Organon  ”, 
“  Chronic  Diseases  ”  (with  E.  Bach),  and  “  An  Introduction  to  the 
Principles  and  Practice  of  Homoeopathy  ”  (with  Kenyon  and 
Bodman). 

Dr.  Wheeler  made  an  outstanding  contribution  to  the 
service  of  the  Hospital  and  the  cause  of  Homoeopathy  which  will

ever  live  as  an  example  and  inspiration  to  those  who  have  learned

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  also  extended  to  the  Honorary 
Solicitors,  Messrs.  Gedge,  Fiske  &  Co.,  for  services  rendered  during 
the  year. 

The  advice  of  Mr.  John  Gedge  himself,  as  a  member  of  the 
Board,  has  been  freely  sought  and  has  proved  invaluable  on  the 
ny^ny  occasions  when  a  legal  opinion  has  been  required,  and  his 
personal  interest  in  the  running  of  the  Hospital  has  been  greatly 
appreciated.

CHAPLAIN. 

The  resignation  of  the  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  H.  B.  Brewer, 
who  has  officiated  since  1941,  is  reported  with  regret.  Both 
Mr.  Brewer  and  his  Assistant,  Mr.  Brown,  who  has  obtained 
another  preferment  in  Bradford,  will  be  much  missed  by  patients 
and  staff,  who  were  encouraged  and  helped  by  their  ministrations. 

As  his  successor,  the  Board  have  appointed  the  Rev.  G.  H. 
Perman,  Vicar  of  Smithfield  Martyrs  Memorial  Church,  who  is 
assured  of  a  warm  welcome. 

NURSING. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  approved  the  repair  and  reinstate¬ 
ment  of  the  front  block  of  the  Nurses’  Home  which  was  severely 
damaged  during  the  war.  This  will  eventually  provide  an 
additional  36  bedrooms  for  the  accommodation  of  nursing  staff, 
but  completion  of  the  work  is  likely  to  be  delayed  for  some 
considerable  time  owing  to  the  present  difficult  labour  situation. 

Meanwhile  the  Board  have  decided  to  purchase  Bernard 
Mansions,  which  has  been  rented  since  1941,  for  nursing  staff  for 
the  sum  of  £7,500.  This  is  leasehold  property  with  36  years 
unexpired,  formerly  comprising  ten  service  flats  and  now  provides 
accommodation  for  35  nurses  and  domestic  staff,  which  will  make 
it  a  valuable  asset. 

In  order  to  improve  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  sick 
nurses,  the  George  Swan  Ward  containing  two  beds  in  the  Private 
Ward  wing  has  been  allocated  for  this  use. 

The  Board  wish  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  services 
of  Miss  F.  M.  Andros,  who  has  resigned  from  the  position  of 
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Matron,  and  left  the  Hospital  on  December  31st,  1946.  Sister 
M.  Barnes,  the  Sister  Tutor,  has  also  resigned.  Appointments  to 
fill  both  these  vacancies  are  now  being  proceeded  with. 

Shortage  of  nurses,  both  student  and  staff  nurses,  still  places 
a  severe  handicap  on  the  Hospital,  which  is  unable  to  re-open 
more  beds  until  the  position  improves.  Nursing  now  offers 
good  opportunities  to  those  who  wish  to  make  it  a  career.  The 
Hospital’s  lecture  room  is  well  equipped  and  the  facilities  provided 
for  the  training  of  student  nurses  and  the  results  obtained  in  the 
State  examinations  compare  favourably  with  those  of  any  other 
Hospital.  Applications  and  enquiries  from  would-be  trainees 
and  those  interested  would  therefore  be  welcome. 

The  difficult  task  of  making  proper  provision  for  the  nursing 
and  domestic  needs  of  the  Hospital  falls  at  present  on  the  Assistant- 
Matron,  Miss  Sims,  whose  efficient  management  and  co-operation 
under  prevailing  conditions  are  acknowledged  by  the  Board 
with  appreciation. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Board  are  pleased  to  welcome  Mr.  E.  Robinson,  the 
Assistant  Secretary,  after  an  absence  of  five  years  on  active 
service  with  H.M.  Forces.  His  return  will  ease  the  burden  of 
administration  which  has  been  borne  so  successfully  by  the 
Secretary,  Mr.  L.  J.  Knowles,  and  his  small  staff,  during  and  since 
the  war.  The  resident  Engineer,  Mr.  L.  Eldridge  has  also 
returned  and  can  now  devote  himself  to  the  repair  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  Hospital’s  buildings  and  equipment,  which  should 
make  for  greater  efficiency. 

CONCLUSION. 

While  the  Hospital  is  desirous  of  playing  its  full  and  proper 
part  in  the  National  Health  Service  which  takes  effect  on  April  1st, 
1948,  it  will  be  realized  that  it  holds  a  unique  position  as  the 
principal  Homoeopathic  Hospital  in  the  country,  and  although 
the  full  maintenance  of  its  services  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick 
and  the  training  of  nurses  will  become  the  responsibility  of  the 
Government  should  the  Hospital  be  taken  over,  the  Hospital 
will  still  be  dependent  on  its  friends  and  supporters  for  the 
maintenance  and  extension  of  its  teaching  activities.  These 
facilities  for  post-graduate  instruction  are  likely  to  be  called  upon 
to  an  increasing  degree  should  the  Hospital  be  successful  in 
obtaining  the  recognition  for  which  if  is  now  striving,  and  the 
Board,  whilst  expressing  their  gratitude  for  the  generous  help 
afforded  them  in  the  past,  would  appeal  for  a  continuance  of 
this  support  on  which  the  dissemination  of  the  benefits  of  Homoeo¬ 
pathy  so  largely  rests.  \

REPORT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS 

AT  THE 

97th  Annual  General  Meeting 

OF 

THE  GOVERNORS,  SUBSCRIBERS  AND  DONORS 

Held  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Hospital 
on  Tuesday,  April  29th,  1947. 

SIR  CLARENCE  T.  A'  SADD,  C.B.E.,  J.P.,  D.L.,  Hon.  Treasurer  of 

the  Hospital,  presided. 

THE  proceedings  were  opened  by  prayer  by  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Perman, 
Chaplain  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  Leonard  J.  Knowles,  F.C.C.S.)  read  the  notice 
convening  the  meeting. 

The  following  message  from  the  President,  H.R.H.  The  Duke  of 
Gloucester,  K.G.,  was  then  read  by  the  Secretary  : 

“  I  have  been  kept  fully  informed  of  the  Hospital’s  progress 
and  activities  during  my  absence  in  Australia,  and  I  am  glad 
on  my  return  to  have  received  an  advance  copy  of  the  Board 
of  Management’s  97th  Annual  Report,  which  I  have  read 
with  interest. 

I  am  encouraged  to  learn  that,  notwithstanding  the  closing 
of  a  number  of  beds  due  to  bomb  damage  and  shortage  of  nurses, 
the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  well  maintained  and  that 
some  14,000  patients  received  treatment  in  the  year  under 
review. 

In  common  with  many  other  institutions,  the  Hospital’s 
need  for  additional  nurses  is  clearly  becoming  acute.  I  there¬ 
fore  strongly  support  the  Board  of  Management  in  their  appeal 
for  more  student  nurses,  so  that  the  Hospital  can  enter  the  new 
National  Health  Service  fully  staffed  and  equipped  to  meet 
the  demand  for  Homoeopathic  treatment  and  make  a  valuable 
and  effective  contribution  towards  maintaining  the  health 
of  the  community. 

(Signed)  HENRY,

This  was  followed  by  expressions  of  regret  at  non-attendance 
from  many  friends  and  supporters. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice,  the  Minutes  of  the  last 
Annual  General  Meeting  held  on  Thursday,  May  9th,  1,946,  were  taken

as  read  and  with  the  approval  of  the  meeting  were  signed  by  the 
Chairman. 

Sir  Clarence  Sadd  then  rose  to  propose  the  adoption  of  the  Ninety- 
seventh  report  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  signed  audited 
accounts  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1946. 

He  said  he  considered  it  a  privilege  to  be  asked  to  preside  over 
the  meeting  and  referred  to  the  pleasure  and  encouragement  they  all 
derived  from  the  message  of  their  President.  The  members  of  the 
deputation  who  waited  on  the  Minister  of  Health  last  June  were 
thanked  for  their  services  on  behalf  of  Homoeopathy,  to  which  he  hoped 
more  doctors  would  be  attracted  by  the  measures  now  being  taken 
in  response  to  the  urgent  need  throughout  the  country.  Sir  Clarence 
considered  it  was  of  prime  importance  that  the  Hospital  should  proceed 
as  soon  as  possible  with  the  necessary  work  of  repairs  and  re -decorations 
which  he  understood  were  likely  to  cost  between  £5,000  and  £7,000 
subject  to  the  necessary  permits  and  materials  which  were  increasingly 
difficult  to  obtain  and  he  undertook  to  make  every  effort  on  his  part 
to  obtain  the  required  sum  so  that  the  Hospital  could  be  restored  to 
a  good  and  satisfactory  working  condition.  He  reaffirmed  the  thanks 
expressed  in  the  report  to  all  those  who  had  generously  supported 
the  Hospital  during  the  past  year  and  acknowledged  with  gratitude 
the  increased  grant  from  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  through  their 
Treasurer,  Sir  Edward  Peacock,  who  had  always  been  a  good  friend 
to  the  Hospital.  They  had  unfortunately  lost  an  eminent  and  wise 
Physician  by  the  death  of  Dr.  C.  E.  Wheeler,  to  whom  he  called  upon 
his  audience  to  pay  silent  tribute.  The  need  for  more  nurses,  as 
mentioned  by  their  President,  was  certainly  becoming  more  acute  but 
now  that  he  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  their  new  Matron,  Miss 
M.  H.  Mackenzie,  he  was  quite  sure  that  by  her  personal  charm  and 
graciousness  this  shortage  would  soon  be  overcome.  Sir.  Clarence 
in  conclusion  said  that  what  they  all  wanted  to  see  was  a  Hospital 
fully  staffed,  fully  equipped  and  fully  prepared  and  ready  to  play  an 
active  part  in  the  National  Health  Service  and  to  make  a  valuable 
contribution  towards  maintaining  the  health  of  the  nation. 

The  adoption  of  the  report  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Rupert  Colomb 
who  extended  a  welcome  to  the  new  members  of  the  Board  of  Manage¬ 
ment  and  paid  a  warm  tribute  to  the  services  rendered  by  the 
Assistant  Matron,  Miss  Sims,  previous  to  the  appointment  of  their 
new  Matron,  Miss  M.  H.  Mackenzie,  who  had  undoubtedly  won  all 
their  hearts.  He  acknowledged  with  appreciation  the  services  of  the 
Secretary  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Robinson  who  had  been  plunged 
into  the  somewhat  weighty  task  of  Hospital  administration  after  an 
absence  of  nearly  five  years  on  active  service.  Mr.  Colomb  felt  that 
some  explanation  was  due  to  the  nurses  for  the  slow  progress  now  being 
made  with  urgent  repairs  to  the  Hospital  and  Nurses’  Plome,  which 
had  some  effect  on  the  provision  of  proper  amenities  generally.  Some 
blame  for  this  had  been  attached  quite  erroneously  but  understandably 
to  the  Board  and  Mr.  Colomb  gave  an  instance  of  the  delay  which  had 
occurred  in  dealing  with  the  Hospital’s  application  for  a  licence  for 
urgent  sanitary  work  at  Bernard  Mansions  which,  after  a  month’s 
wait,  had  now  been  referred  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  the  Holborn 
Borough  Council  for  further  advice.  Mr.  Colomb  assured  the  meeting 
that  they  were  pressing  on  with  all  the  speed  that  existing 
circumstances  allowed. 

On  being  put  to  the  meeting  the  report  was  thereupon  unani¬ 
mously  adopted. 
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The  Rev.  G.  H.  Perman  then  proposed  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  Board  of  Management,  House  Committee,  Nursing  Committee, 
Vice -Treasurer  and  Ladies’  Guild  of  the  Hospital.  This  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  Powell- Jones,  carried  with  applause,  and  received  an 
appropriate  response  from  Mrs.  Stevenson,  who  spoke  on  behalf  of 
the  Ladies’  Guild. 

The  Re-election  of  the  Retiring  Members  of  the  Board  of  Manage¬ 
ment,  Sir  Colville  H.  S.  Barclay,  Bart.,  Christopher  W.  Bower,  Esq., 
Anthony  Clifton-Brown,  Esq.,  Rupert  Colomb,  Esq.,  C.B.,  A.  D.  C. 
MacGowan,  Esq.,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  F.F.Hom.,  and  W.  Lees  Templeton, 
Esq.,  M.D.,  Ch.B.,  F.F.Hom.,  and  the  election  of  John  Dugdale,  Esq., 
M.P.,  and  Mrs.  D.  W.  Stevenson  (representing  the  Council  of  the  Ladies’ 
Guild)  to  seats  on  the  Board,  was  proposed  by  Dr.  Fergie  Woods, 
seconded  by  Captain  Wilmot  and  carried  unanimously. 

A  warm  tribute  to  the  services  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
was  then  expressed  by  Mr.  M.  A.  Honywood,  who  proposed  the  re- 
election  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  and  confirmation  of  the 
appointments  of  Miss  Edith  M.  Hall,  M.D.,  B.S.(Lond.),  F.R.C.S., 

F. R.C.O.G.,  Physician  for  Diseases  of  Women,  Miss  Agnes  Moncrieff, 
M.B.,  Ch.B.,  F.F.Hom.,  Physician  for  Diseases  of  Children,  Miss  K. 

G.  Priestman,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  M.F.Hom.,  Assistant  Physician 
for  Diseases  of  Children,  and  G.  Wilson  Clyne,  Esq.,  M.A.,  B.M., 
B.Ch.(Oxon.),  F.R.C.S.,  M.R.C.O.G.,  Assistant  Physician  for  Diseases 
of  Women.  Mr.  Honywood  supported  the  plea  for  more  nurses. 
While  recognizing  the  improved  conditions  and  prospects  for  those  now 
entering  the  nursing  profession  he  considered  that  too  much  stress  was 
placed  on  the  material  benefits  and  not  sufficient  importance  attached 
to  the  spiritual  qualities  so  desirable  in  this  most  noble  of  professions. 
He  hoped,  therefore,  that  sufficient  girls  with  the  true  vocational 
spirit  would  be  attracted  to  the  Hospital  to  perpetuate  the  great  work 
of  their  forbears.  The  motion  was  carried  with  acclamation  and 
received  an  appropriate  reply  from  Dr.  W.  Ritchie  MeCrae  on  behalf 
of  himself  and  his  colleagues  on  the  Honorary  Staff. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Dove  which  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Benjamin, 
the  Auditors,  Messrs.  Pfideaux,  Frere,  Brown  <fe  Co.,  were  re-elected 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  the  conclusion  of  the  ordinary  business  the  Chairman,  Sir 
Clarence  Sadd  then  presented  prizes  of  books  to  the  following  members 
of  the  Nursing  Staff  who  had  been  successful  in  the  Hospital  Final 
Examination  for  1946  and  certificates  of  training  to  those  nurses  who 
had  completed  their  training  : —

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FORTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
TO  DECEMBER,  1946 


It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  tell  you  that  the  increase  in  funds, 
noted  in  last  year’s  little  report,  was  continued  and  even  surpassed 
in  1946. 

Added  to  this,  we  are  looking  forward  to  some  new  names  on  our 
lists,  who  will  take  active  interest  in  the  Guild’s  aims  and  requirements. 

It  was  pleasing  for  the  Council  to  be  able  to  grant  all  the  requests 
made  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  appliances  and  other  necessaries 
essential  to  the  efficient  working  of  the  Hospital,  and  this  year  we  hope 
to  do  as  much  again,  especially  for  the  Nurses’  Home  which  is  urgently 
needing  additional  furniture,  curtains,  etc.,  and  for  the  newly-acquired 
Convalescent  Home  at  Brighton. 

We  still  must  emphasize  the  need  for  new  members  of  the  Guild 
— not  only  to  provide  more  funds,  but  also  to  help  to  add  to  those  little 
personal  services  and  comforts  which  mean  so  much  to  the  recovery 
and  welfare  of  the  patients. 

I  would  like  the  readers  of  this  little  report  to  know  that  we  are 
endeavouring  to  widen  the  scope  of  the  work  and  activities  of  the  Guild 
in  which  some  may  wish  happily  to  join  us  in  any  way  in  service  or  kind. 
And  here  I  would  like  to  enter  a  plea  for  fresh  books  of  all  characters 
for  our  Hospital  library,  especially  light  and  bright  stories  suitable 
for  convalescent  patients. 

The  death  of  Joan,  the  only  child  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Benjamin, 
at  the  early  age  of  seventeen  years,  is  reported  with  very  sincere 
regret.  As  Secretary  of  the  Guild  of  St.  Christopher  which  has  made 
such  encouraging  progress  due  to  her  initiative  and  enterprise,  the  Guild 
and  the  Hospital  have  suffered  a  serious  loss.  It  is  hoped,  however, 
that  by  her  example  others  may  be  inspired  and  encouraged  to  maintain 
and  extend  this  important  work  for  the  welfare  of  the  children  patients 
in  the  Hospital.

POST-GRADUATE  EDUCATION  FACILITIES 

Practical  instruction  is  given  daily,  in  the  Wards  and  the 
Out-Patient  Department  and  by  Post-Graduate  Lectures. 

The  instruction  at  this  Hospital  is  specially  intended 
for  : — 

(1)  Medical  men  who  are  already  qualified  and  who 
desire  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  Homoeopathy  in 
addition  to  their  other  acquirements. 

(2)  Medical  Students  in  their  fifth  year. 

The  Honyman- Gillespie  Lectures  in  Medicine — 

Systematic  teaching  by  a  course  of  Lectures  and 
Clinical  Demonstrations  on  Homoeopathic  Materia 
Medica,  Therapeutics,  and  Clinical  Medicine — 
are  given  for  the  Summer  Course  in  May,  June  and  July 
and  for  the  Autumn  and  Winter  sessions  from  October  to 
March  in  each  year. 

The  Compton  Burnett  Professorship  of  Homoeopathio 
Practice  Lectures — 

The  Lectures  deal  with  Homoeopathic  prescribing, 
special  reference  being  given  to  the  selection  of  the 
remedy,  the  study  of  the  case  subsequent  to  its 
administration,  and  the  repetition  of  the  medicine. 
The  varied  details  of  Homoeopathic  Philosophy  are 
illustrated  by  clinical  cases — 
are  given  from  October  to  December  in  each  year. 

A  Class  for  the  Study  of  the  Repertory  is  held  during 
the  Summer  and  Autumn  sessions  in  each  year. 

On  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons  throughout  the 
year,  the  Medical  Tutors  to  the  Hospital  conduct  an 
Out-Patient  Clinic  for  the  purpose  of  instruction  in  the 
application  of  Homoeopathic  principles.

Correspondence  Course.  For  the  benefit  of  Doctors 
unable  to  attend  the  ^Post-Graduate  Lectures,  a  Post- 
Graduate  Correspondence  Course  has  been  initiated  under 
the  auspices  of  the  British  Homoeopathic  Association.

It  is  important  to  remember  that  whether  The 
London  Homoeopathic  Hospital  is  recognized  or  not 
as  a  Post-Graduate  Medical  Teaching  School  under 
the  National  Health  Service,  the  continuance  and 
extension  of  Homoeopathic  treatment  will  be  largely 
dependent  on  the  generosity  of  an  enlightened 
public  for  the  necessary  funds  for  the  training  in  the 
principles  and  practice  of  Homoeopathy  of  doctors 
who  are  now  urgently  needed  in  all  parts  of  the 
country. 

It  is  a  duty  to  the  present  and  future  generation 
to  ensure  that  Homoeopathy  plays  an  increasingly 
effective  part  in  maintaining  the  health  of  the  nation.
